Banker's Concubine 
_ Discharged. 


Judgment was this morning 
delivered by Mtr. R. EL Lindselt 
in respect of the apphication by 
the Canton authorities for thaex- 
tradition ofa Chinese woman, the 
concubine af a Cauton banker,on 
the ground that she stole $1,100 
worth of jewellery trom him and 
loped with another man to 
Hongkoag. . 

At the preceding hearing -dis- 
cussion was eatered into in rezard 
to the position of the Magistrate 
to such extradition casea as com- 
pared with cases for committal 
fo the sessions, and his worship 
this morning viewed the point 
thus: — 

In this case Lam asked by the 
Crown to commit the famale 
fugitive oa the gronnd- thas in 
the words of Sestion 10 of the 
Ordinance No. 7 of 1889 such 
evidence has been produced as 
would justify her committal for 
trial at tne Criminal Sessions 
if tbe crime of which she is 
accused had been committed in 
the Colony. Now, ander Section 
76 of the Magistrate's Ordinatce, 
which must be read with Section 
10 of the Extradition Ordinance, 
before committing, the Magistrate 
must satisfy himself either that 
the evidence es a whole is 
sufficient to put the accused upon 
his or her trial or that it raises a 
strong or probable presumption 


of guilt. 

As to -the firs: of these 
alternatives, it was Inid down 
in the finding of the 
Full Court in the case of Hung- 
sin (Hongkong Law  Raporis 
Votume 10,110) that the: Magis. 
trate should commit if he finds 
that there is evidence: on -which 
reasonable men might coavict. I 
do not so find. As regards the 
‘second alternative, the evidence 
has not in my opinion. raised any 
strong or probable presumption of 
the -fugituve’s guilt. She must 
therefore be discharged.

Hongkong Man’s 
Experience. 


Mr. Chan Shu, a wall-known 
Hongkong bosinessman and own- 
er of the s.s*Kong Hong, (of the 
Pak Hongs.S, Co.) has heen miss- 
ing from Hongkong for over a 
week, and enquiries made by bis 
relatives brouxht tho information 
that he is now a prisoner in Can- 
ton for some offence. 

It appears that be was decoyed 
to Canton and suddenly arresteo 
and thrown tntoprison. Chained 
by the ankles in an ex- 
tremely filthy cell, bis case 
was communicated to the British 
Consul General at Shameen, who, 
as Mr. Chan is a British subject, 
having been born in Hongkong, 
got ints touch with the authorities 
and has so far succeeded in miti- 
gating the conditions of confiae- 
ment. Mr. Chan’s friends in 
Hongkung are still left in ignor- 
ace of the facts of the case, and 
can only surmuse the cause of his 
imprisonment. According to the 
report brought down by a friend, 
who saw Mr. Chan in his cell, it 
appears that his arrest and subse- 
quent imprisonment were carried 
out on the orders of one of the 
military officers of the city.

Hongkong Firm's

Announcement of | this new 
venture was made yesterday to a 
representative of the Feleyraph 
by Mr. Cockchun, Chief Man- 
ager of the Hongkong Wing On 
Company, which with other cou- 
panies affiliated to it, are the pro- 
moters, and was have subscribed 
a substantial sum towards tbe 
cxpital. 

Operating’ under the style of 
the Shanghai Wing On Weaviog 
and Spinning Joint-Stock Com- 
pany. the Company will-start 
operations in the coming spring 
when it is anticipated that the 
new factory. which is being built 
on ten mur of land near the 
Yangtszepoo Bridge at Shanghai, 
will bave been completed. 

The capital’of the Company is 
‘bo be $3,000,000 divided into 30,- 
000 ahares of $100’ each. Of this
